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Tragedy leads to calls 
for new roundabout 


A CAMPAIGNER is 
calling for urgent road 
improvements after a 
motorcylist was killed on 
the Soham bypass. 

Anthony Pinney, of 
Isleham Road, Fordham, 
died after the Honda 
125cc motorbike he was 
riding was in collision 
with a black Fiat Punto 
on the A142 on Sunday. 

The 68-year-old 
grandfather suffered 
fatal injuries and was 
pronounced dead at the 
scene, near the junction 
with Northfield Road, 
despite a member of the 
public’s attempts to 
resuscitate him. The road 
was closed for more than 
eight hours. 

Mr Pinney has been 
described by his family 
as a “wonderful man”, 

In a statement they 
said: “We are deeply 
saddened and hurt by the 
loss of a wonderful man. 

“Anthony was a retired 
painter and decorator 
who was a very keen 
fisherman and 

photographer. He was a 
quiet man who enjoyed 
photographing wildlife

and spending time with 
his children and 
grandson. 

“We would like to be left 
alone to grieve at this 
time.” 

His death has sparked 
fresh calls for improved 
traffic control measures 
to be put in place on the 
bypass. 

East Cambridgeshire 
District councillor Colin 
Fordham, who has cam¬ 
paigned for a roundabout 
on the road before, is now 
calling for one as a matter 
of urgency. 

He told the News: “I was 
very saddened to hear 
there has been another 
death on the bypass near 
Soham. 

“It’s about time that we 
got another roundabout on 
that road. It doesn’t matter 
how much it costs.” 

“I feel very strongly that 
we should have a rounda¬ 
bout in place now, as there 
is so much farmers traffic 
and the junction is very 
dangerous.

Wheelie bins on way 
despite local protests 


WHEELIE bins will be distributed to resi¬ 
dents in Ely from September whether they 
like it or not according to a new council 
report. 

Despite provoking a divisive response 
among residents in Ely, East 
Cambridgeshire District Council remains 
positive about the changes to hit the town 
in the coming month. 

New wheelie bins will be given out to peo¬ 
ple throughout September even though 
they were less then warmly received in 
some quarters. 

The News was flooded with letters from 
residents concerned over the council’s 
implementation of the scheme. 
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Lin Bennett, of Friars Place Littleport, 
wrote in: “Could someone please explain to 
me how having wheelie bins instead of 
brown sacks is going to increase recycling. 
She added: “They make an area look untidy 
and ill-kempt.” 

Gordon A. Scott also shared similar con¬ 
cerns, writing to the News: “I wish to make 
my point quite clear, that anything put on 
my property without my consent will be 
treated as flytipping and will be ignored. 
“Ironically the council responsible for fly¬ 


tipping is the council responsible for the 
clearing up.” 

The wheelie bin service starting from 
September will consist of fortnightly col¬ 
lections of recycled material and collec¬ 
tions of recycled organic material, also to 
be collected on a two week rota. 

Chairman of the waste and environment 
sub-committee, councillor Kevin Ellis 
said: “It has been really encouraging to 
hear how the vast majority of East 
Cambridgeshire’s residents are looking 
forward to the introduction of the new 
waste service. The beauty of the new ser¬ 
vice is that the two wheeled bins will take a 
variety of items for recycling and reuse.” 


Students 

return 

from 

Malawi 

A TEAM of staff and 
students from Ely 
College Sixth Form 
have just returned from 
a ten-day building 
project in Malawi. 

The group funded and 
started to build two 
houses for the charity 
Habitat for Humanity 
in a village called 
Smile, outside the town 
of Salima. 

Despite temperatures 
of 25C, the students 
managed to get roofs 
on the houses before 
returning to Ely last 
week. 

Team leader and 
college director Mark 
Sirot-Smith said: “The 
team worked 
amazingly hard and 
completed in just over a 
week, what would have 
taken the charity’s 
Malawi team a month 
to do. 

“The houses will have 
concrete floors, 
internal rendering and 
glazing added over the 
next few weeks, so that 
the families can move 
in as soon as possible. 

“It was an honour to 
work for such deserving 
people and made us all 
feel very grateful for 
what we have in the 
UK.” 

The families helped 
by the group were 
selected for the houses 
by the village. 

One recipient was for 
a mother of four dying 
from cancer, the other 
for a grandmother 
looking after her seven 
orphaned grand¬ 
children. 

Both families lived in 
straw-roofed houses 
made from mud blocks 
which leaked when it 
rained and became 
infested with insects 
during the dry season.

“I campaigned years ago for 
us to get a roundabout, but 
we lost it to Witchford, as we 
were told there were not 
enough accidents on the 
Soham road. 

A former fireman, Cllr 
Fordham added: “I have been 
to that bypass countless 
times to see to all the acci¬ 
dents there. 

“If you ever have had to help 
someone out of a smashed 
vehicle, you know it is hor¬ 
rendous.” 

“This will only continue 
with the amount of traffic 
building up at Soham. We are 
bursting at the seams with 
houses and now more and 
more people using that road.” 

A county council spokes¬ 
man said: “Road safety is a 
top priority for 
Cambridgeshire County 


Council and we work closely 
in partnership with the 
emergency services on meas¬ 
ures to reduce casualties. 

“But any accident is one too 
many and our thoughts are 
with the friends and family of 
those involved. Although it 
would be inappropriate to 
comment on the latest acci¬ 
dent while it is being investi¬ 
gated by the police we will 
look at their findings and 
appropriate actions that 
could be needed.” 

According to the council’s 
own statistics, in the six years 
before this latest tragedy 
there have been three slight 
injury accidents at the junc¬ 
tion. Improvements had 
been made to the junction at 
East Fen Common on the 
Soham bypass andWitcham 
Toll which had reduced 
accidents. 

Meanwhile a 19-year-old 


man from the St Neots area 
has been arrested on 
suspicion of causing death 
by dangerous driving and 
bailed to return to Parkside 
Police Station on 
September 12. 

In a separate tragedy, a 
man died in a collision 
near Chatteris on Friday.. 

Albert Lloyd Warner, 45, 
from the West Midlands, was 
killed when his Peugeot 206 
was involved in a collision 
with a Seat Alhambra on the 
A141 just before midnight. 

The 28-year-old driver of 
the Seat Alhambra was taken 
to Hinchingbrooke Hospital 
with serious injuries. 

Insp Kieran Milchrist 
appealed for witnesses to 
contact Pc fohn Blood at the 
collision enquiry unit on 101. 

Road closures were put in 
place on the A141 between 
Chatteris and Clewes Corner

Woman’s 
body 
found 
in lake 

SEARCH teams recov¬ 
ered the body of a woman 
from alake near Stretham 
at the weekend. 

The woman, who has 
yet to be identified, was 
discovered in water off 
Holt Fen on Sunday even¬ 
ing. 

A woman had been 
reported missing from 
the village when the dog 
she had been walking 
returned without her. 

Cambridgeshire Search 
and Rescue was also 
called to help find the 
missing woman, before a 
kayak team discovered a 
body in the water. 

A spokesman for 
Cambridgeshire 
Constabulary said: “We 
were called to reports of 
concern for a woman in 
Stretham on Sunday at 
1.20pm. 

“An area search was 
carried out involving 
CamSar volunteers and a 
body was discovered in a 
nearby lake. The death is 
not being treated as sus¬ 
picious and the file will 
be passed to the coro¬ 
ner.” 

An inquest has yet to be 
officially opened. 


Scheme to help 
village health 


RESIDENTS in Littleport will be 
offered “body image workshops” 
as part of a drastic new scheme 
to improve the health of the 
village. 

East Cambridgeshire Health 
and Wellbeing Partnership is 
putting a new health plan in 
place aimed at improving issues 
such as obesity and smoking in 
Littleport after it was dubbed as 
having “some of the worst 
health inequalities” across the 
district. 

The council now plans to roll 
out several new services, 
including cookery classes and 
body image workshops, from 
2014. 

Chairman of the Community 
and Environment Committee at 
East Cambridgeshire District 
Council Cllr Richard Hobbs 
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said: “Littleport has a vibrant 
community spirit which has 
become stronger as more 
people have moved to the town 
in recent years. 

“While this growth has been 
welcomed and helped the area 
become more sustainable, we 
also know it is one of the most 
deprived areas of East 
Cambridgeshire. This can lead 
to some of the issues which 
have been highlighted in health 
action plan where there are 
relatively high levels of smoking 
and obesity.” 

“In order to help tackle these 
issues, the Local Health and 


Wellbeing Partnership which 
consists of the district council, 
the NHS, the county council 
and others are looking to 
develop a plan to really focus on 
the issues at stake in Littleport.” 

The proposed new services to 
be on offer will include “Let’s 
get cooking classes” for the 
community, improved 

walkways for parents with 
buggies and workshops aimed 
at promoting a healthier view of 
the human body. 

Cllr Hobbs added: “I am 
confident this more focused 
plan will make a real difference 
to a town which is already a 
great place to live, work and 
enjoy.” 

The proposed services follow a 
review of the council’s 2011 
action plan. 


Children get hands on at museum’s clay day 


CHILDREN got well and truly 
stuck in yesterday when Denny 
Abbey Farmland Museum held 
an afternoon dedicated to the 
wonders of clay. 

Forming part of a number of 
summer activities held at the 
abbey, the group of children 
aged between 2 and 12 years old 
from across Cambridgeshire 
were given the chance to get 
sticky and gooey with the clay. 


Among the weird and wonder¬ 
ful shapes being created by the 
children were tiles and pots, 
while the more ambitious of 
them made gargoyles. 

Assistant curator Adam Macro 
said: “It’s a really fun, free-for-all 
day for the children. They can 
get stuck in and make what they 
like, and it’s great to see what 
they’ve all made by the end of 
the day, when we lay it all out. 


“It gives them the chance to 
have fun and get creative.” 

He added: “Clay is a big part of 
the abbey, as recent excavations 
found clay pottery buried and 
one of the unique features of the 
abbey are the clay floor tiles.” 
The day forms part of a series of 
activities over the holidays, 
which reflect how life was in the 
medieval abbey, from scarecrow 
making to optical illusions.

I T should have been a photograph to 
make her smile. Fiona Talbot had just 
come back from a spa weekend with 
a group of friends, and one of them had 
posted a picture on Facebook of them 
all in their robes. But Fiona, who tipped 
the scales at nearly 17 stone, couldn’t 
believe what she saw. 

“I was just mortified; I don’t think 
I’d realised how bad it was,” says the 
41-year-old, who lives in Ely. “I thought 
‘Oh my God, is that me? Is that what 
I look like?’ And then I had this light 
bulb moment. I thought ‘I’ve got to do 
something about it’.” 

Originally from Melbourne in 
Australia, weight had never been a 
problem for Fiona. A keen skier, she was 
active and healthy until she moved to 
the UK 13 years ago with her husband 
Aaron, and had her children, Austin, 
now nearly 7, and Aiden, 4. 

“It was a change in lifestyle, and my 
weight started to creep up,” she recalls. 
“I had children, and I was working hard: 
it’s that classic ‘mother syndrome’, I 
didn’t have any time for myself and I 
just let myself go.” 

Part of the problem for Fiona, who 
owns the Castle Hotel in Ely as well as 
a portfolio of rental properties, was 
finding time to eat properly. “My eating 
habits were really bad,” she admits. 

“I’d get up and have toast, and then at 
about 1 o’clock I’d have a Pot Noodle, 
if anything, then in the afternoon I’d 
have a chocolate bar or a bag of crisps. 
And then at 9.30 I’d be having all my 
calories: a Chinese takeaway and a 
bottle of wine. 

“I’d been two stone overweight for 
six years, and then I escalated to five 
stone overweight. I hit a lifetime high, 
basically. I was so big.” 

Fiona’s size was beginning to impact

on her life in more ways than one: “I’d 
been going to the doctor because I 
hadn’t been sleeping well; when you 
get really big you get a lot of fat round 
your neck, and you’re not breathing 
properly when you’re asleep. Also there 
is a stereotype that if you’re big, people 
think you’re lazy. I’m a workaholic - but 
people wouldn’t take me as seriously.” 

She shared her thoughts with a friend, 
“and she said ‘I know a guy who’s a 
personal trainer, why don’t you give him 
a call?’ I thought ‘I can’t have a personal 
trainer, that’s what fit people do!’ But 
she sang his praises, so I emailed him.” 

Fiona and James Nicholson met up, 
and he suggested that they train three 
mornings a week. To begin with it was 
tough: “When you first get started you 
feel really awkward in your own body,” 
says Fiona. “I could barely even find any 
exercise clothes. I remember going to 
a sports shop and I was an Extra Large, 
but it’s all for thin girls. That was a bit 
upsetting. 

“And on the first day we trained, 

James put a weight vest on me and 
it wouldn’t even do up! I was so 
embarrassed, but he just laughed it off. 
He’s such a great guy.” 


They started slowly: “I was so unfit I 
used to say I was like his dog - he would 
walk me round Cherry Hill Park in Ely. 
But he was so encouraging, and we 
spent the summer working hard.” 

James also introduced Fiona to the 
Zone and Palaeolithic (Palaeo) diets, 
which are popular among athletes. 
“Palaeo is eating how our ancestors 
ate,” explains Fiona. “They say if you 
can’t hunt it, fish it or pick it, you 
shouldn’t eat it. So it’s meat, berries, 
fish, nuts - no grains. It’s how we’re 
genetically programmed to eat - like 
a caveman! And the Zone is a way of 
measuring it. It’s a bit less strict - you 
can have dairy, which you can’t have 
when you’re doing pure palaeo.” 

Fiona was an instant convert: “It 
super-charged the exercise that I was 
doing. I call it my food religion: it’s like 
finding religion in your diet, which 
sounds a bit sad! But it made sense.” Is 
there anything she misses? “Not really. 
Probably crisps. And maybe wine,” she 
adds with a smile. “I do drink, but I have 
gin and tonic.” 

James took Fiona through all manner 
of training, from weight work and 
running to boxing, which she loves. “I

used to wait at the park for him, and 
when I’d see him coming, if he’d got 
nothing with him, I’d be like ‘Oh no, 

I’m running today!’ If he came with 
boxing gloves it would be like ‘Yay! We’re 
boxing!”’ Running, you see, was never 
a favourite: “and when I say running, it 
wasn’t very far. I’d run to the top of the 
hill and feel like I was dying!” 

Happily, the weight soon began 
to drop off: “I was losing one to two 
pounds a week, right from the get-go. 
Then you have these little moments 
when you realise ‘Oh, my shorts are 
slipping down a bit, I’m not an XL any 
more’. That kind of feeling is always 
good. And people started noticing: 
they’d say ‘Every time I see you, you 
look like you’ve lost weight’.” 

As they trained, fames occasionally 
chatted about his experiences running 
the London Marathon in 2012, but 
it never occurred to Fiona to even 
consider it. “I always thought it’s 
beyond my reach. I never ever thought I 
could do it -1 was obese. 

“Then in September fames went away 
for a week, and I Googled ‘how to lose 
weight and get fit’, and the number one 
that came up was running. At that stage 
I was getting fitter, but couldn’t run for 
more than five minutes. But I thought 
I’d give it a go.” 

To her surprise, Fiona found she had 
more stamina than she thought, and 
decided to sign up for the Ely Festive 
Fun Run being held in November. “It 
was three miles, and I was thinking 
‘Can I run three miles? What the heck!”’ 
She completed it in an admirable 29 
minutes 44. 

“Then by the following week I had 
lost three stone, and as a challenge I 
thought I’d go out and see how many 
times I could do the Fun Run route, and 
I did it four times around. So I knew 
I was able to do a half marathon, and 
that’s when I started thinking about 
doing the London Marathon. 

“I thought that to come from the 
obese person in the park to doing the 
London Marathon would be a good 
challenge.” 

Fiona duly secured a place with deaf 
blind charity Sense, but wasn’t exactly 
overwhelmed by people’s reactions 
when she told them. “Because a really 
young, fit pretty girl had died the year 
before, I did get a bit of a backlash. 

Some people said ‘Are you kidding?!’; 
probably three people said to me I was 
too overweight to do it, which was a 
little bit hurtful. 

“They said they were worried about 
my heart. But I never took that in. I 
knew what I was doing.” 

Most importantly, her family were 
nothing but supportive: “My boys were 
really proud of me,” she recalls. “When 
I was training, sometimes my husband 
would put them in the car and drive 


past so they could wave at me while I 
was running. 

“When you’re losing weight, 
particularly if you’re a mum, it’s so 
important to have people around you to 
help you.” 

Unfortunately two muscular injuries 
put Fiona out of action when she should 
have been training, “which was awful,” 
she says. “So for three weeks up to the 
marathon day I hadn’t run. I was in gate 
nine of nine, next to a guy in a tiger 
costume - and I was thinking ‘Can I do 
this?’ 

“And then I thought ‘I’m already 
winning!’ At that point I’d lost four 
stone. And I did it in 5 hours 29 
minutes.” 

Fiona hasn’t looked back since. She 
still trains with James five days a week 
and regularly goes to the CrossFit 
strengthening and conditioning gym in 
Milton, as well as running and cycling. 

Do people ever say she trains too 
much? “Yeah, I get that. For an outsider 
it probably looks like too much, but I 
enjoy it. 

“It’s empowering,” she adds. “I need 
to be a healthy mother: I’m no good to 
them if I arrive home an hour earlier but 
I’ve got no energy, I’m tired all the time, 
and grumpy. As a working mum, trying 
to do it all and take care of yourself - it’s 
hard to find a formula. But I’ve finally 
found something that works. And I 
don’t tend to do things at the weekend; 
Sunday is my boy day.” 

And what would her advice be to 
others who might be overweight? “I 
like the personal trainer route, but I 
appreciate not everybody can afford 
it, so find a good trainer who may be 
running a class, and join that class. 

“If you’ve got absolutely no money 
you can just get out on the streets! 
Walking and running don’t cost 
anything. Everybody should look after 
their health regardless of whether 
they’re rich or poor.” 

The only way is up for Fiona, who’s 
now a svelte 12 stone 61bs. Businesswise 
she’s about to buy Deans, the sports 
bar in Ely, and has already signed up 
for next year’s London Marathon. And, 
she says, becoming fit and healthy has 
changed her life. “Definitely. I won’t ever 
go back to the way I was. 

“I still have weight to lose -1 don’t 
feel like I’m the ‘after’ yet, I’m still in 
progress. But in some ways it’s the 
best thing that ever happened to me, 
because now I realise how important it 
is to be healthy and fit. 

“You just don’t know what carrying 
around all that excess weight is doing 
to your system internally,” she adds. “I 
see overweight people now and think 
you can do it too! Just get that switch to 
come on

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Barn owls make happy return thanks to group 


BARN owls are now thriving in 
the city thanks to a new scheme 
by the Ely Group of Internal 
Drainage Boards. 

The enterprising scheme was 
initiated by the group to install 
nest boxes at its pumping 
stations around the Ely area in 
order to encourage the night 
birds to nest within the boards’ 
catchment area. 

The group were left with a 
pleasant surprise last week after 
discovering three barn owls, 
four chicks and six eggs within 


the nests. 

Monitoring the nests was Bob 
Sheppard of the Wildlife 
Conservation Partnership, 
accompanied by Ian Kenyon, an 
assistant engineer to the boards. 

Mr Sheppard said: “I am very 
pleased as it was a bad year, 
generally across the country, for 
barn owls to breed. 

“The winter had been severe 
and short-tailed voles, the owls’ 
main prey, had been decimated. 

He added: “The future for this 
scheme looks very rosy. The 


boards are to be congratulated 
on their excellent initiative”. 

The 14 nests were put in place 
earlier this year in order to 
attract the owls. 

As well as the barn owls and 
eggs, the duo also discovered a 
kestrel had fledged its own 
brood of chicks from one of the 
nests. 

After being found, the four owl 
chicks found were ringed under 
licence in order to track their 
future progress and allow 
further monitoring.

Suspended prison 
term for harasser 


A “DANGEROUS” man has been 
placed on the Sex Offenders 
Register for sexually harassing 
two lone women. 

Philip Lemon, 20, exposed 
himself to the women as they 
walked along streets in Ely. 

Lemon, of Ely’s Darwin Close, 
first exposed himself to a 16-year- 
old girl while he was in his car in 
Dunstan Street shortly after 8am 
on March 1. 

He then targeted a 46-year-old 
woman three days later in Ship 
Lane, again while sitting in his 
car. 

He initially asked for directions 
but then started making sexual 
comments. 

Police trawled through CCTV

and managed to identify the car 
involved in both incidents. 
Lemon was arrested in April. 

He was charged with indecent 
exposure and harassment. 

Lemon denied the offences 
but was convicted following a 
trial at Cambridge Magistrates’ 
Court. 

Lemon was sentenced last week 
to six weeks’ imprisonment, 
suspended for 18 months. 

He was also made subject to an 
18-month supervision order, 
ordered to carry out 150 hours’ 
unpaid work in the local 
community and made to pay a 


victim surcharge of £80 and £675 
court costs. 

Lemon was also ordered to sign 
the Sex Offenders Register. 

Pc Rachel McKenzie, who 
investigated the incidents, 
described Lemon as a “dangerous 
individual”. 

She said: “These were very 
distressing incidents for the 
victims who felt very vulnerable 
when approached by Lemon in 
isolated spots. 

“The offences will have lasting 
effects on them. 

“We are pleased that a 
dangerous individual is now on 
the Sex Offenders Register and 
will be monitored closely in the 
future.”

Concern over 
Lloyds’ move 


PLANS to re-locate Lloyds 
Pharmacy in Ely are prov¬ 
ing to be contentious - 
both with local residents 
and councillors. 

City councillors fear 
moving the pharmacy to St 
Mary’s Surgery, in St 
Mary’s Street, will have a 
“detrimental” effect on 
other pharmacies in the 
city. 

And residents are wor¬ 
ried about the impact the 
new facility at the surgery 
could have on the “already 
horrendous” traffic in St 
Mary’s Street. 

Cherie Wright, of nearby 
Silver Street, said: “I don’t 
think Lloyds should be 
allowed to move to St 
Mary’s Surgery. 

“Traffic in St Mary’s 
Street is already horren¬ 
dous and this new phar¬ 
macy would bring a lot 
more cars to the area. 

“It’s not just congestion 
and parking that is a night¬ 
mare but it’s also a huge 
risk to pedestrians and 
this area is certainly very 
busy with those.” 

Bosses at Lloyds 
Pharmacy announced ear- 
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lier this year that they were 
planning to close the 
branch in High Street and 
re-locate to the surgery. 

In June the chemist chain 
then applied to East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council for planning per¬ 
mission to turn a 44 
square-metre area of the 
surgery’s ground floor into 
a pharmacy. 

In a statement to plan¬ 
ners, the firm said: “It is 
considered that the pro¬ 
posed pharmacy will oper¬ 
ate virtually as an ancil¬ 
lary function of the doc¬ 
tor’s surgery. It is function¬ 
ally part of the same build¬ 
ing, and will operate gen¬ 
erally when the surgery is 
open. 

“St Mary’s Surgery is cur¬ 
rently able to offer only 
rural based patients a dis¬ 
pensing facility, and the 
provision of an in-house 
pharmacy would enable 
patients to visit their doc¬ 
tor and order and receive 
prescriptions in one com¬ 
bined trip. 


“The doctors would 
reconfigure part of the 
ground floor of the surgery 
to create the small amount 
of floor area required for 
the pharmacy in the north 
east corner of the building. 

“The facilities provided 
in the pharmacy would 
include an office, a micro 
care room, public sales 
area, and dispensary.” 

But City of Ely Council is 
also worried about the 
move - in particular about 
the effect it could have on 
other pharmacies in Ely. 

A council statement said: 
“Members are very con¬ 
cerned that the new phar¬ 
macy would be able to dis¬ 
pense prescriptions to all 
patients from within the 
surgery. 

“This would have a detri¬ 
mental economic effect on 
other pharmacies within 
the city and subsequently 
reduce the footfall to other 
businesses within the 
locality of these pharma¬ 
cies.” 

The final decision lies 
with the district council.

council is still talking about building a 
new leisure centre and a southern 
bypass when they have almost £1 mil¬ 
lion to save. 

“What planet are our councillors on?

The council has now appointed 
Improvement East to carry out a ‘root 
and branch review’ of all its spending to 
begin the process of finding the sav¬ 
ings. 

Cllr Charles Roberts, the council’s 
deputy leader, said: “Let no one be in 
any doubt that there are tough deci¬ 
sions to be taken in the future and it 
would be naive to think that any of this 
will be easy. However, we will not take 
knee jerk decisions based on short-term 
thinking or a narrow set of interests. 

“We will look carefully at the options 
in front of us to ensure East 
Cambridgeshire can grow and prosper 
in the years to come based on solid 
financial foundations.” 


ANGRY residents are throwing their 
weight behind council staff by calling 
for jobs and local services to be put 
before “unnecessary projects”. 

Last week, Ely News reported that 
cash-strapped East Cambridgeshire 
District Council needed to make almost 
£1 million in savings in the next two 
years. 

The authority has told employees that 
they could lose their jobs and bosses 
fear numerous services could be affect¬ 
ed by the savings. 

Unison members working for the 
council insist the authority is putting 
their jobs and local services at risk in 
order to fund a list of “politically driven 
priorities”, including projects like a new 
leisure centre and a southern bypass. 

And residents agree. James Garrod, of 
Townsend, Soham, said: “I can’t believe 
the council has to make over £900,000 
in savings yet they’re still bleating on 
about building a new leisure centre in 
Ely. 

“The fact they’re willing to put peo¬ 
ple’s jobs and vital services at risk to 
fund unnecessary projects like this 
angers me. Ely has a leisure centre. Our 
council leaders need to get into the real 
world.”

Swimmer makes

A COURAGEOUS swimmer 
from Ely took on the ultimate 
challenge to swim the English 
Channel last week. 

Sarah Tunnicliffe, of 
Columbine Road, swam the 
21 miles in an impressive 16 
hours and 55,000 strokes last 
Thursday.

“I forced myself not to look up 
until right at the very end, as 
people do that and you can be 
still another four hours from the 
shoreline.

“When I started to see the cliffs 
it was just magical, there was 
this beautiful, peachy light 
covering it, which made it even 
more wonderful than I could 
ever have imagined.” 

Toni Schofield, who swam 
alongside Sarah in their 2011 
channel relay, jumped in to 
swim alongside her once again 
for the final leg. 

Sarah said: “When I could see 
her getting into swim with me, I 
knew I wasn’t far and that I was 
going to make it and touch land 
again soon. 

“She’s been swimming with me 
for so long now, it made it so nice 
to share that experience with 
her.” 

Toni, alongside three other 
friends, stayed vigilant on the 
support boat as Sarah made the 
arduous crossing. 

“My support crew were just 


incredible. They worked in twos, 
watching me for four hours so 
the other two could get some 
rest. 

“They were so fantastic, shout¬ 
ing out encouraging things to 
me, and yelling if there were any 
jellyfish nearby. They were such 
a motivating force. 

“I wanted to do it for both the 
charities as I’ve had relatives 
who have been affected by 
cancer. 

“When things got tough in the 
water, I thought of them and that 
helped put things in perspective 
as what I was going through then 
was nothing compared to their 
suffering every day.” 

Upon completing her Channel 
swim, Sarah’s target of £5,000 
has now been broken, and with 
donations still flooding she is 
hopeful the final total may reach 
more than £6,000. 

She said: “It was such an amaz¬ 
ing experience, I just want to 
enjoy the moment.”

STRANGE smells may be on the 
horizon in Mepal after an 
energy company put forward 
plans to build a maize digestion 
plant near the village. 

Pretoria Energy Ltd has 
submitted plans to build the 16 
grey tanks, which will use up to 
80,000 tons a year of maize to 
produce energy, which could 
potentially produce 

“agricultural” whiffs in the air. 

Forming the second in a 
proposed series of applications 
throughout Cambridgeshire, the 
plant would be built on a 
floodplain just 500m from the 
Mepal Centre for Outdoor 
Education. 

Pretoria Energy said: “Some 
parts of the process could 
potentially give rise to odour 
emissions, which would be 
alleviated through the adoption 
of standard best practice 
measures.” 

They added this smell would be 
unlikely to significantly adverse

Town councillor demanding 
street cleaner is replaced 


AN “embarrassed” councillor is 
demanding action over the “filthy” 
streets and open spaces in her town. 

Town councillor Rosemary Aitchison 
says she is fed up with litter spoiling 
Soham. 

She says the issue has become 
“awful” since the town’s dedicated 
street cleaner, Chris Burgess, retired 
earlier this year. 

Mr Burgess, 66, won the Townsperson 
of the Year Award three times in a row 
for his sterling work. 

Cllr Aitchison, former chairman of

She said: “I’m embarrassed by how 
filthy our streets are. There is litter 
everywhere I go and I know locals are 
just as fed up. 

“Chris was amazing and went out of 
his way to make our town look clean. 
The district council told us that he’d be 
replaced and months later, he still 


hasn’t been. 

“Ely gets cleaned every day with 
proper machines and we need the 
same. Soham residents pay the same 
taxes but as usual it seems we have 
fallen off the radar. 

“What’s annoying is that people 
think it’s the town council’s responsi¬ 
bility to appoint someone or to clean 
the streets ourselves but we physically 
can’t. If we did, we’d be breaking 
health and safety rules.” 

A district council spokesman said: 
“We have had a small number of 


complaints about litter in Soham 
which we are working with Veolia - 
our street cleaning contractor - to 
resolve.

City's secret history dug up 



A SECRET HISTORY: The new book by 
David Barrowclough explores little- 
known facts about Ely 


A CAMBRIDGE University 
archaeologist has written a new 
book about the history of Ely. 

The author and tutor at Wolfson 
College, David Barrowclough, wrote 
Ely: The Hidden History , which 
examines the medieval city from 
the perspective of its recent 
archaeological discoveries. 

Co-written with Kate Morrison, 
the former curator of Ely Cathedral, 
the book traces the city’s history 
from the Bronze Age up until the 
mid-20th century, uncovering some 
surprising new facts. 

He said: “Eve lived in Ely for a 
while and wanted to learn more 
about it, so I started to do some 
research into the place. 

“First and foremost, I think one 


very surprising thing about Ely is 
that it used to be an island, and that 
gave it a really different culture.” 

“One of the most significant 
discoveries was of these route ways 
from Stuntney to Ely, back when it 
was still an island, which date back 
to 2000BC. 

“I think it shows us that while 
often people think Ely started with 
the cathedral and St Etheldreda, 

Ely has been an important place 
long for a long time now.” 

The book also explores the 
findings from Channel 4’s Time 
Team excavation of Broad Street, as 
well as the nationally important 
prehistoric hoard discovered in 
Wilburton. It is available online and 
at local book shops.

Take AIM...

In my previous article on 
Inheritance tax, I said that I am 
often asked how much wealth can 
be given away in order to reduce 
the burden of that tax. 

An alternative to gifting is to 
invest in assets that qualify for 
inheritance tax exemption. A 
number of assets fall into this 
category. The most well-known 
will be business property and 
agricultural property, both of 
which can attract either 100% or 
50% relief. But there is another, 
perhaps less well-known class of 
asset that can attract full relief, 
after being held for 2 years. AIM, 
the Alternative Investment Market, 
is a sub-market of the London 
Stock Exchange. It enables 
smaller companies to obtain a 
public listing for their shares. The 
AIM market is a high risk market, 
as most of the companies listed 
are early-stage businesses, but 
there is a smattering of household 
names with which most of us 
would be familiar. 

The government wants to attract 
investment to AIM. From 5 
August, it will be possible to hold 
AIM shares within ISAs. There is a 
downside to this in that no relief 
would be available for capital 
losses, but this does mean that 
ISAs then benefit from a full range 
of tax relief - income tax, capital 
gains tax and inheritance tax. 

There are also plans to scrap 
stamp duty on AIM share dealings 
from next year. 

The tax breaks are clearly 
attractive, but investors who ‘take 
AIM’ must be prepared to accept 
that they might miss the target.

New operation 
on straw fires

POLICE are launching a 
special operation in a bid 
to crack down on straw 
stack fires. 

Straw stack fires have 
been an issue in the Ely 
area during summer 
months in the past and 
Cambridgeshire Police 
want to try to prevent it 
from being a problem this 
summer across the whole 
county. 

Officers are working with 
Cambridgeshire Fire and 
Rescue Service (CFRS) 
Cambridgeshire Country¬ 
side Watch and the 
National Farmers’ Union 
to launch Operation 
Armitage. 

Pc Robin Smith said: 
“These fires cost 
businesses thousands of 
pounds and also cause 
huge disruption to rural 
communities and motor¬ 
ists. 

“We are using a range of 
tactics, including the use 
of covert equipment, to 
identify and catch anyone 
committing this type of 


crime. 

“Offenders will be arrest¬ 
ed and face being taken to 
court. However, there is 
also an important safety 
issue to consider. 

“Those responsible are 
not only risking their own 
lives but potentially the 
lives of others.” 

Arson liaison officer at 
CFRS, Martin Boome, said: 
“We take a dim view of any 
kind of fire which is started 
deliberately - including 
stack fires. 

“This type of fire has the 
potential to kill, not only 
those in the nearby 
vicinity, but also the 
arsonists themselves. 

“A stack fire can tie up 
fire and police resources 
for several hours, which 
means people starting 


them deliberately are 
impacting on our response 
to other emergency calls. 

“We are working closely 
with the police to reduce 
this type of fire and to 
bring offenders to justice. 

“Intelligence on possible 
offenders is being built, 
not only from incidents 
that have occurred but 
also from within the 
community.” 

The number of stack 
fires across the county has 
fallen year on year. 

In 2009/10 there were 31 
straw stack fires in the 
county. In 2010/11 that 
figure dropped to 21 and in 
2011/12 it dropped to 15. 

In 2012/13 there were a 
total of 12 stack fires. 

Police say emergency 
services are now working 
closely with partner 
agencies to make sure this 
figure stays as low as 
possible. 

Any information on sus¬ 
picious activities around 
straw stacks should be 
reported to police by call¬ 
ing 101, 999 in an emer¬ 
gency, or Crimestoppers 
on 0800 555111.

THE LONE RANGER 

certificate 12A, 2h29m 

IT'S "Hi-ho r Silver, away!" for 
Gore Verbinski and Johnny 
Depp, director and Oscar 
nominated star of the Pirates 
Of The Caribbean saga, who 
reunite for this rootin' tootin' 
reinvention of the masked 
avenger. 

The Lone Ranger began 
life as a radio series in the 
early 1930s and captured 
the imagination of listeners 
across America. The title 
character, who rode the 
plains searching for truth and 
justice in the company of 
his Native American sidekick 
Tonto, inspired a spin-off 
series and then galloped from 
the big to the small screen 
as a long-running TV series 
starring Clayton Moore and 
John Hart. 

Verbinski's lavish romp 
spares no expense in terms 
of spectacle, including two 
outrageous set pieces aboard 
moving trains that are a 
thrilling combination of old- 
fashioned stunt work and 
pyrotechnics. 

While the title of the film 
may be The Lone Ranger, 
this is Depp's show and 
once again he is given carte 



blanche to conjure a quixotic, 
comic creation out of the 
ether. His Tonto lassos all of 
the best lines and is involved 
in the most thrilling daredevil 
action. 

A framing device set in 
1933 San Francisco confirms 
his star billing. A Native 
American mannequin (Depp) 
magically comes to life in 
order to recount the story of 
the Lone Ranger to a wide- 
eyed boy (Mason Cook). 

The Lone Ranger is an 


entertaining action adventure, 
distinguished by Depp's 
theatrics and Bojan Bazelli's 
stunning cinematography. The 
west has seldom looked so 
splendidly wild and rugged. 

Unquestionably the 
149-minute running time 
will leave audiences feeling 
saddle-sore and the film 
noticeably drags its spurs in 
the middle section.

Keeping a 
cool head 


OUR SWELTERING July probably prompted many 
gardeners to reach for the hosepipe. In fact, ac¬ 
cording to The Royal Horticultural Society (RHS), 
less than 3% of the annual water consumption 
of an average household is estimated to be from 
garden use, but at peak demand times as much as 
70% of water supplied may be 
used in gardens. 

This doesn't have to be the 
case though. Rainwater col¬ 
lected in water butts, waste 
water from the kitchen and 
grey water from the bathroom 
can all be used to water plants. 

Or, maybe, the ultimate solu¬ 
tion is simply to create a gar¬ 
den that doesn't need much 
watering in the first place. 

This doesn't mean creat¬ 
ing a desert garden devoid of 
colour. Dramatic flowerbeds 
can easily be achieved from plants that have very 
low moisture and maintenance demands. Many 
drought-resistant plants naturally form com¬ 
munities of plants which all thrive in the same 
conditions and come from similar Mediterranean 
habitats. 

At the front of the border you could have dwarf 
lavender, Sedum spectabile, lamb's ears and 


ornamental grass such as stipa tenuissima, while 
middle-sized drought-resistant plants include 
Echinacea purpurea 'Magnus', Erysimum 'Bowles's 
Mauve' (wallflower), Russian sage and Nepeta 
'Six Hills Giant' (catmint, pictured). 

At the back of the border you could use species 
more than 1.8m tall, including 
Cotinus coggygria 'Royal Pur¬ 
ple', Choisya ternata (Mexican 
orange blossom) and Trachelo- 
spermum jasminoides. 

Most drought-tolerant plants 
will have either aromatic leaves, 
fleshy and succulent leaves 
(which store moisture for dry 
spells), grey leaves, hairy leaves 
(which shade themselves with 
their own hairs), long nar¬ 
row leaves (which are good at 
shedding heat without water), 
or spikes (which act as 'fins' to 

cool the plant). 

The RHS offers these extra tips to create a more 
drought-resistant, but still attractive, garden: 

■ Cultivate the soil deeply and dig in large quan¬ 
tities of organic matter to improve soil structure, 
water retention and water availability for plants. 
Well-rotted garden compost, mushroom com¬ 
post, composted bark and well-rotted farmyard

manure are all suitable forms of organic matter. 
Heavy manuring can add nearly a month's worth 
of water storage capacity to the soil. Loam-based 
potting compost doesn't dry out as quickly as 
peat-free composts. If using peat-free, water- 
retaining gels might have some benefit. 

■ Apply sufficient fertiliser as plants use water 
most efficiently where nutrient levels are ad¬ 
equate. But do not apply too much fertiliser to the 
soil, as this can encourage too much lush growth 
which can flop in summer, requiring extra water¬ 
ing and becoming frost-damaged in winter. 

■ Choose plants with grey-green or silver leaves 
as they reflect the sun's rays, helping to conserve 
moisture within the plant tissues. 

■ Try to choose plants which suit the site's soil 
type and aspect. They will be more tolerant of 
varying climatic conditions as well as of pest and 
disease problems. 

■ Plant things while they are still small. They will 
develop much greater resilience as they adapt to 
their conditions from a young age. Ideally plant in 
autumn so they can do some growing before dry 
weather arrives. 


■ If planting Mediterranean plants, do so in 
spring when the soil is warming up. Many of 
these plants will suffer from root-rot if planted in 
autumn and become cold and damp over winter. 

■ Before planting, thoroughly soak the plants in 
their pots in a bucket of water until the bubbles 
stop rising to the surface. 

■ Thoroughly water in all new plants (and keep 
them watered in the first season after planting 
to ensure they establish well). Once established, 
they will become much more drought tolerant. 

■ After planting, mulch the bed with 5-7.5cm 
(2-3in) of gravel or, even better, a layer of com¬ 
post or straw covered with gravel, to help retain 
moisture while the plants establish. 

■ You may decide to go without a lawn in 
your drought-friendly garden, but if not, you'll 
be pleased to know that lawns are surprisingly 
drought tolerant and usually recover well in the 
autumn rains even if they have been brown and 
parched most of the summer. Lawn irrigation 
should rarely be required, if at all, to keep the 
grass healthy.

Your Guide to Moving Home 

Moving home can be a complicated business and in the hectic run up to the big day it is all too easy to forget something vital. 
The team offers their readers this handy checklist to help avoid any major pitfalls. 

We suggest you tick them off as you go.... 


4-2 WEEKS TO GO: 


Q Packing - start packing and sorting through your 
belongings. Now is a good time to de-clutter and 
pack items rarely used. Make sure you have plenty 
of sturdy boxes, bubble wrap and sticky tape. 

Q Removal companies - get estimates from removal 
companies, checking that comprehensive insurance 
cover is available against damage or loss. Is there a 
packing and unpacking service? Confirm the date 
of your move with the firm you have chosen. 

Insurance - check on your home contents 
insurance policies to ensure that you are covered 
for the move, and covered at your new address. 

Utilities - make arrangements for your gas and 
electricity meters (plus water meters where 
relevant) to be read and all your appliances to be 
disconnected on the day of your move. Arrange to 
take over gas and electricity at your new address, 
and make sure that all appliances will be properly 
fitted, plumbed or connected. 

Li Telecommunications - Notify your telephone and 
broadband provider and ask them to make the 
necessary arrangements for a final account at your 
present address, and for taking over or installing 
telephone and broadband facilities at your new home. 

Q Post - Look into re-directing your post for a few 
months to make sure you receive all relevant 
correspondence. 

LI Children - Look into the possibility of your 
children, especially young children, staying with 
family or friends on the day of the move. 

Pets - Make arrangements for any pets to be 
booked into a cattery or kennels if required. Having 
your pets microchipped is a good idea and if 
already microchipped, have the address changed 
to your new one. Your vet can advise on this.

1 WEEK TO GO:

LI Kitchen cupboards - go through your kitchen 
cupboards and throw out anything not in date.

Fallon not dwelling 
on Mason’s move 


STEVE Fallon admits it is a blow 
for Soham Town Rangers to lose 
last season’s top scorer Robbie 
Mason just eight days before the 
start of the new Ryman League 
campaign, but is optimistic the 
Greens will be able to cope 
without him. 

Mason notched 34 goals in 46 
appearances for Soham in 
2012/13, helping them to a sev¬ 
enth place finish in Division One 
North.

“Liam Hart has come in and he 
has scored a few goals in pre¬ 
season - most of which have 
come as a second-half substi¬ 
tute.

striker and we’re hoping he will 
be able to come in and do well. 

“We’re in talks with another 
player and we’re hoping to 
complete that soon. But we can’t 
dwell on Robbie’s departure and 
we’ll have to see how it affects 
us.” 

The day of Mason leaving also 
saw Soham confirm two new 
signings in 24-year-old full back 
Daniel De’Ath, from Saffron 
Walden Town, and 17-year-old 
attacking midfielder-cum-strik¬ 
er Connor Wood from Essex 
Olympian League side Buckhurst 
Hill. 

Wood is the latest prospect 
Fallon has plucked from the 
lower levels of the pyramid, hav¬ 
ing also signed Linton Granta 
defenders Luke Little and Nick 
Wilderspin, Huntingdon Town 
forward Ben Sawyer and 
Sawston United midfielder 
Ashley Walter over the summer. 

Fallon is pleased with how the 
side have been performing in 
pre-season as they aim to make 
the play-offs, but is not reading 
too much into the fact Rangers 
have won all of their friendlies. 

“We’ll give it a month and see 
what happens,” Fallon said.
